Homecoming Turns Violent 


Talwan Dissidents Denied Re-Entry 


IAIPEI - A delegation of 
about 40 Taiwanese，led by 
exiled dissident Hsu Hsin-liang， 


was barred Nov.，， 30 from 
boarding a flight to Taipei 
from Tokyo as thousands of 


disappointed members of a wel- 
coming party battled police 
near the Chiang Kai-shek Inter- 
natlional Airport in Taipei， 
hurling stones and demolishing 
33 pollice cars before being 
repelled by tear 8as and water 
cannons. 

HSsu，who has lived in self- 
imposed exile in Los Angeles 
for Seven years and is an offi- 
cer of the newly founded oppo- 
Sition party， the Democratic 
Progressive Party (DPP)， 
decided to return to Taiwan to 
"fight for democracy"” and to 
Support DPP candidates in the 
Dec. 6 elections of the Legisla- 
tive Yuan， the main law- 
making body，and the National 
Assembly， which elects the 
preslident and vice president. 

Both bodies have been con- 
trolled by the sole ruling party， 
the Kuomlintang ( 必 MT)，headed 
by President Chiang Ching-kuo， 
the Son :of the late Generalis- 
Simo Chiang Kai-shek.

THREATENED ARRESTIT 


The TIaiwan government， 
however，decided not to let HSu 
and his Supporters return. 
During the last two months，the 
government tried to persuade 
them not to return. When that 
failed，the government threat- 
ened to arrest him on arrival 
in Taiwan. .Hsu，who is offi- 
cially wanted in Taiwan for 
treason， announced that he 
would turn himself in.

After a series of highly 


publicized and well-attended 
farewell parties in major cities 
in the US，Hsu and his entour- 
age flew to Tokyo where they 
were expected to board Cathay 
Pacific Airlines for Ialipel. 
However，they were kept off 
the flight by airline officials. 

Also denied boarding permits 
were former US Attorney Gen- 
eral Ramsey Clark，and human 
rights experts Leonard I，、Wein- 
glass and Kiyoshi Wakamiya. 
All carried valid visas issued lin 
Washington，DC，but the For- 
elign Ministry invallidated them. 
Also denied entry were prIomi- 
nent dissidents Roger Isung- 
min HSsieh，Lin Shuli-chuan， 天 en 
John Wang and Linda Gall 
Arrigo Shih. 


ILLEGCAL ALIEN 


Lin，a former political pris- 
oner who came to the US ln 
1982，had led an advanced 
party of seven on Nov. 14 in 
an attempt to gain entry at the 
Taipei airport. ”He was Sent 
back to Honolulu where he 
declared himself an illegal alien 
and urged the US government 
to deport hlim to Taiwan where 
he was born and Trailised.， How- 
ever，US immigration officials 
granted him a one-month stay. 

In Taipei，an estimated crowd 
of more than 5$,000 streamed 
toward the_ alirport all day in 
anticipation of Hsu's arrival. 
Several hundred got as far as 
the airport， but most were 
turned back two miles away by 
roadblocks backed by 1layers of 
barbed wire and a few thou- 
Sand military police in riot 
gear. 

"The - police would not allow 
our men into the airport，SO we 
fought,” one opposition sup- 
porter Said， "We will fight to 
the bitter end." 

Witnesses Said people in the 
crowd began throwing stones at 
the military police， Some of 
whom hurled the stones back. 
The crowd also attacked a_ line 
of 33 police cars，overturning 
two and puncturing the tires 
and Shattering the windows of 
all of them. Protesters also 
jumped on the roofs of the 
cars and dented the sides.

After his initial failure，HSsU 
eluded reporters and police and 
flew Dec. 2 to Manila where he 
boarded 3a Philippine Airline 
flight under a pseudonym，Rob- 


ert Cheng，and 1landed in the: 


Taipei airport. 


About 1,000 people，led by 
Hsu's brother， gathered at the 
airport to greet him. Again 


they were kept out of the _ air- | 


port.

Manila on the same plane.

HSsu said he will try again by 


any means to return to Taiwan 
from Japan before Dec. 6._ The 
Japanese  _ government had 
agreed to allow him to stay 72 
hours.

A: We did not file the suit 
because Alameda County 
awarded the contracts to other 
agencies: we Sued the county 
because its_ contract procedure 
was unfair，and we wanted it 
corrected. 

Q: What kind of future do 
you See for your agency? 

A: The _ challenge in the next 
five years is to diversify our 
funding base，so that when the 
refugee program folds， we 
would still be able to _ maintain 
a number of essential services 
for the community. 

We want a place for the 
Southeast Asians to have a 
Voice，to meet，and to look onut 
for oOuUT own interests with 
AsSian Americans.

Saito will donate 25 percent 
of the proceeds to A Safe 
Place，a shelter in Oakland 
whose location is kept secret to 
protect women from abusive 
husbands. The other 75 percent 
will go to the Asian Women's 
Shelter Project，a nonprofit 
organization that is seeking a 
permanent Site in the Bay Area 
to house battered monolingual 
Asian immigrant women. 

The benefit dance is dedi- 
cated to _ the memory Of Saito?S 
friend Mary Anna Takagi， a 
prominent Eastbay community 
activist who died of a heart 
attack Oct 13 at the age of 62. 

Four days after Takagi's 
death，Saito attended a confer- 
cnce on battered women. Rea- 
lizing the need for more shel- 
ters，he launched into a promo- 
tional campaign to make the 
fundraiser a Success，mailing 
out more than 1;000 posters.

For Southeast Asian refugees in this country, it's been a long, long journey. The 
trek began in lands ravaged by war and in many cases included both perilous escapes 
and frustrating delays. At the end of the journey was the promise of a much better life 


in the US. 


But the good life for many remains just a 
Promise because of haunting pasts and un- 
certain futures， Mental illness，with all its 


social stigma，has crept into the lives of 


_refugees， 
The most common mental health prob- 
lem Southeast Asian refugees face is“post- 
traumatic stress disorder”This i 计 ness was 
coined as a postwar ailment afticting Viet- 
iam War veterans. But the condition also 
iapplies to_ civilian populations who have 
WwWitnessed the horrors of war and genocide. 
Similar to the experiences of those who 


were incarcerated in Nazi concentration 


camps during World War II，Southeast 
Asian refugees encountered violent up- 
heavals in their lives. Many endured years 
of starvation and persecution , 

A survey conducted this year by Santa 


Showed that 95 percent of Cambodian refu-: 


gees questioned said they lost a relative in 
the war,， Almost 50 percent lost a family 
member as they tried to leave the country. 
According to the University of Oregon 
Health Sciences Center in Portland, which 
has worked with Southeast Asian refugees 
Since 1978，symptoms of Post-traumatic 
Stress disorder include recurring and intru- 
Sive recollections，dreams and nightmares， 
feelings of sadness，social numbness and 
withdrawal, sleep disorders, guilt and mem- 
oOIyY Impairment. 
CASE STUDY 
_ One case studied by the university clinic 
involved a 34-year-old Vietnamese woman 
with three children. She complained of 
headaches，poor concentration and di 伍 - 


eulty sleeping. The symptoms increased in 
Severity. She eventually lost interest in al- 


most everything except her children. 

The problems began two years earlier 一 
when she escaped Vietnam. The woman， 
her husband and two children left on a boat 
loaded with about 120 other people， She 
was pregnant at the time. Before their arri- 


val in Malaysia，35 people drowned，in- 


cluding herhusband. The day after his death 
she gave birth to her third child. The fam- 
ily stayed in refugee camps in Malaysia for 
fve months before coming to the US，

The woman said she thought about her 
husband every day and had dreams about 
his death，Health workers at the clinic 
treated her with medication and gave her 
regular counsejling sessions， Although the 
Severity of the Problems has decreased, she 
is still unable to attend school. 

Post-traumatic Stress disorder can range 
from simple stress，which can be alleviated 
by counseling and medication ,to debilitat- 
ing mental illness，which usually requires 
hospitalization . 

RANGE OF ILLNESSES 

According to Evelyn Lee,，who heads the 
Asian/Paciftc Islander unit ofmental health 
Services at San Francisco GOeneral Hospi- 
tal，those hospitalized fall into three cate- 
gories : 

Type A, a danger to themselves ; 

Type B, a danger to others ; 

Type C，unable to _ take care of them- 
selves. 

An example of a TIype A case seen at the 
in-patient facilities at San Francisco Gen- 
eral Hospital involved a_ married Cambo- 
dian woman. The patient talked about sui- 
cide and made a suicidal gesture with a 
knife. The woman also suffered depressiom， 
loss of appetite，sleep diffculties，psycho- 
somatic complaints and decreased interest 
in social activities. Herfamily said she often 
talked to her dead brother as though he was 
in the room with her. 

A Type B case is exemplifed by a case of 
ayoungVietnamese single man. The patient 
was living in a temple and apparently be- 
came increasingly apgitated and aggressive. 
The man threatened to stab the monk at 
the temple. He was progessively incoherent 
and destroyed the furniture at a relatives 
house. The family had to turn him away. 

A Type C case is 而 ustrated by a young 
Laotian woman who refused to eat athome， 
wouldn'ttalk and had trouble sleeping. She 
had been on medication to treat her men- 
tal illness，but stopped taking it， She was 
fnally admitted to San Francisco GOeneral 
when she was found wandering outside her 
home. 

Lee says she gets new cases like these ata 
rate of 30 to 40 every month，Patients 


typically stay for about 15 days， Lee has 
seen a steady stream of cases for the last 
Six years. However ward 7C，where most 
of the refugees who are admitted for in- 
patient care for mental illness end up, has a 
bed capacity of only 21. 

Although the ward gets referrals from 
other counties that lack bilingual staffs， 
those patients are turned away because of 
lack of space. 

This same problem of lack of resources 
also occurs at the out-patient mental health 
clinic level， 

HEAVY CASELOADS 

The caseloads for community health 
workers are extremely heavy，、Counselors 
from the three major refugee mental health 
Services Programs in San Francisco cite as 
manv as a third more considered 
ideal for clinicians. 


CasSes 


Dac VietVu,，a psychiatric social worker 
at the Chinatown/North Beach Mental 
Health Clinical Services，says he is han- 
dling 60 cases. Nguyen Van Dinh,，program 
director of Bay Area Indochinese Mental 
Health Services，handles between 50 and 
600 cases on top ofhis administrative duties，

Both also try to do outreach in the refu- 
gee communities and help in preventive 
Care Services. 

Vuand Nguyen agree that they can only 
stretch themselves so far.

But eftective care requires _ more than 
“quick" meetings. Vu and Nguyen say they 
would prefer to _ work more in the com- 
ImUmity. 

Ideally，home visits and commumnity ac- 
tivities are good ways of treating and pre- 


venting mental health problems in the refu- 


gee community，Vu says. 

But most refugee mental health workers 
are barely able to keep up with the cases 
coming to them. 

“We are not a comitry set ab to do a lor 
of brevuentiue WorkK ;its wery sad”Lee said. 
“Thatr means the less they do ovt there，the 
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mmOTe WOTK We 5et here.” 

Funding for refugee mental health pro- 
gramas in San Francisco won't change much 
this year，according to Tina Yee，assistant 
director of adult services at the San Fran- 
cisco Department of Mental Health. 

“We certainly covld Mse more money [for 
Tejulgee brogramsj， We are Stating ads 7mmuch m 
OUr budget brobosdl”Yee said， But because 
there is no _ new money available，funds 
have to be taken from other programs in 
order to increase the refugee program bud- 
get, Yee Says. 

PROBLEMS 

In the Tenderloin district of San Fran- 
cisco， where approximately halfof the citys 
estimated 90,000 Southeast Asian refugees 
live and where no adult refugee mental 
health program exists, mental health prob- 
lems ate particularly acute. 

With as many as Six Or seven residents 


_living in one small apartment to save ex- 


penses, daily Stress is heightened. Privacy is 
almost non-existent. 

Most natives of Cambodia，Laos and 
Vietnam are used to open farmland and 
family homes，so the dense setting of the 
Tenderloin is an environmental， inot a 
cultural， shock. 

“Peoble come rom all different back- 
&rownds，says Nguyen ofthe Bay Area Indo- 
chinese Mental Health Services. 

But because of the circumstances of their 
arrival and their lack of English skills, refu- 
gees ftnd themselves reduced to the very 
bottom of the economic and social ladder. 

“93ome came from a good neighborhood，had 
agood job Liuing in that kind of neighborhood 
[the Tenderloimj，with no job skiis，on weL- 
jare .that wovyld create ua lot of stress ”said 
Nguyen， 

“Rejugees hawue done tremendous things with 
the meighborhood”said Lee at San Francisco 
General. 

Over the last two or three years, refugee- 
Owned businesses have opened on almost 
every block of the Tenderloin and children 
and families are once again a familiar sight 
in the neighborhood 

“Yo yeally haue to gue them credit”she 
said.“But yoU See children sittimg on doorstebs 
While brostitution cnd drug deals go on .了 
donm't Know how they make 证” 

Trust is important in treating mental il- 
ness. Patients need to feel comfortable with 
coOunselors，as well as the society around 
them, for successful treatment. 

But for many refugees from countries 
where millions died of starvation and politi- 
cal persecution， trust does not come easily. 
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Mental Health Crisks 
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Particularly for refugees who live in the 
Tenderloin，one of the toughest neighbor- 
hoods in the city，its hard not to be pro- 
tective and defensive. 

Unfortunately, it is often this protective- 
ness that aggravates the symptoms of men- 
talillness and hinders its treatment, 

APERSONAL ISSUE 

Asians as a group tend to resist outside 
help with something as personal as mental 
disorders,， according to Lee. 

Asians act Like a pig Sbonge”Lee said. 
“ Families absorp ad Job so the jbroblems we see 
here are mchmore acute than other patients2 

Chhieng Ian, aCambodian health work- 
er at the Chinatown/North Beach Mental

Here in the United States，however， 
mental health does not Simply wash away. 
Mental illness among refugees has taken on 
the severity commonand uncommon to the 
communities in which they now reside. 

TRAUMATIC PASTS 

Refugees differ from other mental health 
Patients in that their past experiences are 
extremely traumatic.， 

“Their whole escabe brocess 1 四 wery trat- 
matic ”said Lee at San Francisco General. 
“Some haue lefr jaomiDy behind，bhysically wic 
mnessed war and uiolence.” 

Refugees sometimes appear happy upon 
their arrival，and only after they have set- 
tled do they show signs of mental illness. 
“When refugees jmst come here they have a 
Sudden buwrst of energy ”said Lee. “After they 
deal with jnding a home and a job they have 
moyre JuxXuWTry toO get debressed 2 

“For the jrst few months，they Uke it” said 
Vu. Then they fndovtthereality 一 tsisnot 
baradise.” 

When Lee interviews patients，she asks 
about their pasts. 

Most refugee health workers are them- 
selves refugees，or have an understanding 
of the language and culture of their pa- 
tients. Counselors say these attributes help 
in the treatment of patients who are reluc- 
tant to talk about their mental health prob- 
lems. 

Besides problems involving traumatic ex- 
Periences, refugees also face problems famil- 
iar to those who have been in this country 
much longer. 


Mental health workers in San Francisco 


have seen an increasing number of refugee 
cases involving marital strife, suicide among 
teenagers and women，and depression 
among the elderly. 

Divorce，once an uncommon event for 
Southeast Asians，is becoming more and 
more common，according toThepkaysone. 
Traditional male and fmale roles in Viet- 
nam，Laos and Cambodia are replaced by 
the modern liberal attitudes of America.

GENDER ROLES 

In this country, refugee men and women 
learn they are on equal footing.. But this is 
Particularly difhcult for men who are used 
to having positions of status over wormen. 

Rebecca Hovi，director of the Refugee 
\Womens Project，says she sees these con- 
ficts in the Laotian women who attend the 
Projects crafts training programs. 

“Sometimes women W 刘 go throxgh the bro- 
Sram amd just when they are able to work， they 
Wi 刘 tell me that they canm't work becarse of the 
huspand”Hovi said. 

Usually the reasons are that the woman 
has to take care of the family and home or 
that the womans salary would jeopardize 
welfare qualiftications，

lence and family abandonment. Hovi said 
her ofhce has helped two women who at- 
tempted suicide and an 8-year-old refugee 
boy who talked about killing himself.

Yet bilingual social workers sometimes 
have to get involved because services that 
cater to situations such as family violence 
have a diffcult time assisting in _ crisis Situ- 
ations because of the inability to commu- 
nicate. 

Muei Seng，Program assistant and bi- 
lingual instructor in English as a second 
language at the Refugee Womens Program， 
was called on to help counsel a family vio- 
lence situation involving a Laotian couple. 
Although Seng has no formal mental health 
training，she could at least commumnicate 
with the pair.. 

For teenage refugees，suicide is the big- 

gest mental health issue， Nguyen at the 
Indochinese Mental Health Services sees 
many teens. 
Cadren fjnd iuer dcult to ta 
barents ”he said. “Commazmication betueen 
barents and chmildren 1 swally one way The 
only Way they can commazmicate is to do some- 
thing drastic 一 Tike suicide” 

The reason for such drastic measures by 
teens are rooted in the same problems faced 
by refugee women: a changing society. 
Children usually excel faster than adults in 
learning English and adapting to American 
Society. This can cause major conflicts，A 
parent feels a need to hang on to tradition 
and a child feels a need to test his new 
independence. 

“From Qa yomng&sters boint of uiew，they 
know more”said Leng. “Caildren end t 田 
losing their Yevuerence Jor barents and barents 
end tp losing control of their cuildren 2 

For elders who are used to places of posi- 
tion in their community. this loss can be a 
blow to their sense of pride. 

“Most have losE their roles ouer here，esbe- 
cially mem”said Thepkaysone.“They havue 
LO 80 back to the beginning again and Jeam 
Enghsh，sometimes n the Same class as chiL 
dren. Those 35-year-olds end zfeling their 
1 Jonished，and now ithe time Jor their 
chuldren.” 

Many see the reassembling of the 人 amily 
structure and Southeast Asian communi: 
ties as one lastirig way to halt the problems 
facing refugees today. 

Community events allow refugees to net- 
work，share information and support each 
other. 

Leng says the Lao Seri Family Associa- 
tion，with 700 members representing 100 
families， supports this effort:

Recently, the group started afuneral fund 
in which each member family must con- 
tribute $20 to the family of the deceased to 
help with funeral costs. Soon the associa- 
tion will collect funds for a scholarship 
Program to assist students. 

This sense of community helps People 
feel less isolated, Thepkaysone says. 

Meanwhile, health workers, such as Lee，

About half of the Tenderloin' residents are from Southeast Asia，where sheer dis- Gi 
tance，language， religions and customs have kept them apart. But in San Francisco's 
densely crowded inner city, they have become neighbors, Since moving here and bring- 
ing the vitality of family life, many new businesses have opened in unused storefronts， 
and the community has developed a political awareness. Affordable housing，refugee

Immigrants，seniors，disabled residents， 
people on welfare or fxed incomes，large 
families often living in studio apartments 
and downtown workers comprise the major- 
ity of the Tenderloins 25,000 residents. 
About 35 percent areVietnamese, many of 
whom are ethnic Chinese,， and 15 percent 
are other Southeast Asians，mainly Cam- 
bodian and Laotian. About 35 percent of 
the residents are white and 15 percent are 
black. 

The communitys newspaper The Ten- 
derloimn Times，has helped the community 
develop a political awareness and ftnd ways 
to meet its needs, The monthly is printed 
in four languages:Vietnamese, Cambodian， 
Laotian and English. Since 1977，it has 
served this low-income，culturally diverse 
neighborhood.

$76,000 GRANT 

In 1984, The Tenderloin Times received a 
$76,000 two-year grant from the San Fran- 
cisco Foundation，which enabled it to ex- 
pand and hire a Southeast Asian editor， 
Sara Colm，and a Laotian，a_ Cambodian 
and two Vietnamese reporters. The news- 
paper moved into new offces at 25 Taylor 
St, and increased its press run. 

“The Soytheast Asian Yeborters write 训 
English and after TI edit their articles，they 
translate them ”Colm said. “Their articles 
USUally dbbear in a Longer version jor the Ene- 
ES Section The reborters also translate Eng-

Many Southeast Asians feel comfortable 
in the Tenderloin because People speak their 
languages on the street，but others have 
moved to Modesto，Stockton or Merced. 


Many Hmong and Mien，usually farmers 
from Laotian hill tribes，have moved to 
Oakland, Richmond and the Mission, 

“Basic retail goods are easier to puy now， 
Waters said. “When Safeway moued ovt a 
couble of years ago，it waus Qa plow to the 
meighborhood.

The North of Market Planning Commis- 
sion (NMPC) organized in the Tenderloin 
and took issues to_ City_ Hall， Southeast 
Asians joined its board and became mem- 
bers. They brought up issues and demon- 
strated when not Pleased. 

“The area Yecently was Tezoned as Yesiden- 
tial and height limits of buildings were lowered 
from 32 to 8 Storey Colm said. “After a

The funds will be distributed through a 
community board, and the NMPC is mak- 
ing sure the hotels keep their good-faith 
agreement to hire local people at the new 
hotels. 

Immigration and refugee resettlement is 
another important local issue,， according to 
Colm. “Passage of the new immigration bi

Colm visited refugee camps on the Thai

Since moving to San Francisco four years 
ago，Ounkeo，31，has obtained a high 
school degree and also teaches bilingual 
classes.

Her bright 
smile and outlook mask the enormous psy- 
chological trauma she has known. 

About 15 years ago,，when the Thai gov- 
ernment sent combat troops to Laos to 
drive out the guerrillas, she fellin love and 
married a Thai soldier With refugee status， 
she and her two children eventuajly escaped 
to a camp along the northern Thai border. 
For two years they waited for four family 
members，including her mother，to_ join 
them., After she had a third child, Ounkeo 
made a difhcult_ decision to divorce her 
husband. With one brother in Texas，she 
eventually was able to join him with the 
help of the Lutheran church. 

She recently moved her family from the 
Sunset to the Tenderloin，where she feels 
close to the people.

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Taiwan Shows True Colors 
in Blocking the Return of Dissidents 


Hsu Hsin-liang's failure this week to return to his native land，Taiwan，to “fight for democracy" 
is another reminder that the island nation，under the dictatorship of the Chiang regime Since 1949， 
ls not exactly the 1last bastion of freedom and democracy. Yet the US has spent billions in military 
and economic aid to Taiwan the past 37 years，effectively preventing China from ending its civil 
WaT. 

In spite of recent moves by the KMT regime to end martial law in 1987 and to tolerate a newly 
organized opposition party，the Democratic Progressive Party，the government's .blunt Tefusal to 
allow Hsu，a party member，and his delegation of native Taiwanese from the US to return to 
Talwan before the Dec. 6 legislative election exposed the true intent of politicalt reform on that 
island: Reform is just a series of false promises aimed at appeasing human rights advocates in the 
Us Congress， In the process，the govetnment violated a fundamental humaan right -- the right to 
return to one's native country. 

In this regard，the 玉 MT government is even more repressive than either the PEakistan government 
which allowed its obposition leader，Benazir Bhutto，to return to lead the Pakistan People's Party， 
or the South 天 orean government，which permitted dissident leader Kim Dae Joong to return from 
exile to head the New Korea Democratic Party. One recent dictator who stubbornly resisted the 
return of political exiles was former President FEerdinand Marcos of the Philippines，who refused to 
let Benigno Aquino return and threatened punitive action against any airline that would fly him 
back.， After the brutal assassination of Aquino at the airport in Manila，Corazon Aquino rode a 
wave of popular Support to unseat Marcos. 

The tough policy toward returning dissidents reflects the ongoing struggle between the moderate 
and conservative，the younger and older wings of the 玉 MT party，as the aliling President Chiang 
Ching-kuo，tries to work out aa smooth transition of power lin the event of his death，He is 
Searching for 3a way to accommddate the rising demand for democracy among the affluent and edu- 
cated populace. His task has been made more difficult by the abrupt return from the US in Octo: 
ber of the widow of Chiang Kaizshek，his stepmother，after 11 years of exile. The Associated Press 
Suggested Nov， 29 that Mrs. Chiang，85，remains influential among the senior KMT officials wo 
oppose the 1liberalizing policies of President Chiang. 

The Chinese from Taiwan now in the US，who may number as many as 300,000，are closely 
watching these developments，The Chinese-language- newspapers have been giving the unfolding 
drama meticulous coverage. 

ASs Chinese Americans，we,， too，have a direct interest in what is going on in Taiwan. Our desire 
is to see true democracy on the island，with no interference by the 天 MT government in the affairs 
of the Chinese American community. True democracy in Taiwan will immensely benefit the Chinese 
American community in the US. -
